The application has been amended as follows: 
CANCELLING Apparatus Claims 18, 20-21. 

DETAILED ACTION 

(2) . Total cancelled claims 2, 6-7, 9, 12, 18-22, 24 and 28. 

The rejections of claims 1, 3-5, 8, 10-11, 13-17, 23, 25-27 in prior Office Action 
dated 2/9/2010 is withdrawn as the decision of Pre- Appeal Conference dated 6/30/2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

(3) . Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 10-11, 13-17, 23 and 25-27 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

(4) . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon further discussion in pre-appeal conference and reconsideration of 
Applicants' Argument, Method claims of instant application are in condition of 
allowance. 

Although closest prior art of the record - Sachweh et al (US 6284022B1), in 
background teaching, disclose two-step scrubbing with the temperature range 2 ~ 50° C 
overlapping the temperature of two steps scrubbing by hot water - at least 40 °C and cold 
water - less than 30 °C as claimed by Applicants. However, Sachweh et al (US 
6284022B1) does not mention at what temperature the water is considered hot or cold. 
Applicants also address the reaction of fluoride with water at the temperature above 30° C 
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surprisingly to be effectiveness of removal of F 2 from the gas effluent as recited 
limitation of instant method claim 1 . Therefore, it differs from the Sachweh et al (US 
6284022B1). Instant claims 1, 3-5, 8, 10-11, 13-17, 23, 25-27 are considered novel 
Method and passed to issue as date of this Allowability Notice.
